Several Times Friday He Had Sink- 
ing •pell* and the Phyelolana 

■clieved the End Waa 
Near at Hand. 

Washington, Oct 1.— The condition 
Of Foetnuwter General Payne, whose 
seiioufl llln«M waA announced Thurs- 
day night, continued extremely grava 
Ihroupliont Friday. There were times 
during the da}', notably in the early 
morning and late in the afternoon, 
when the attending physicians believ- 
ed the end was near •at hand, bat the 
patient responded to the heroic reme- 
ilirs applied and seemed to regain 
Home of the lost ground. Friday night 
at about 8 o'clocli Mr. Payne fell into 
a restful sleep, which continued for 
some time. The doctors regarded this 
as encouraging for a peaceful night. 

Several bulletins were Issued \iy the 
phyHicians during the day and all of 
theni mdioate<l the critical condition 
of the patient. 

The greatest cause of alarm was the 
feebleness of the heart action and it

was found necessary to administer sa- 
line solution aiMl nitro-glyoerine to 
Btinriulate that' organ. Only moderate- 
ly sized doses were given, however, 
and in each case the response was 
gratifying. The most hopeful sign of 
the case is the fact that although hiH 
, iitomach always has been a weak -spot 
with him he has been able to retain 
the nourishment given him Friday. 
Bxrept during the sinking spells 'Sev- 
eral of which occurred during the day 
and evening, Mr. ^asme retained con- 
Rciousness all th<> time and his mind 
appeared to be active and alert. Sevi 
pral times he asked questions of those 
kbout him, indicating bis interest in 
what waa transpiring. One or more 
physicians are constantly at the post- 
master general's bedside, but aside 
from them and th(> nurse, no one ex- 
cept Mrs. Payne has been allowed in 
the sick room. Mrs. Payne, although 
rery much overwrought by the condi- 
tion of her husband, has borne up 
bravely.

OPEN SALOONS ON SUNDAY. 



Lexington Mayor and City OfTiclals 
Threatened With Indletmenta. 

I-exlngton, Ky., Oct. 1.— The grand 
jury Friday threatened to indict the 
mayor and other city officials for al- 
lowing saloons to remain open on Stm- 
days and between midnight and 4 a. 
m. on week days and for allowing 
gambling. The Law and Order league, 
composed principally of preachers and 
church people, made a strong protest 
to the grand jury against an "open 
town." I'reiiaratiuiis have bfcii iiiad>' 
to run I he town "wide open" the next 
two weeks during the trots. The may- 
or refused to give a promise to close 
the saloons and gambling houses, but 
called a meeting of the police commH- 
sinners for Saturday morning. It is re- 
ported that indictments have been 
drcwn against all the city officials, 
even Including^ the police and detec- 
tive forces, and that the indictments 
are being held up pending a compli- 
ance with the demands fif the p;rand 
Jury. The grand jury intended to ad- 
journ Saturday, but ' will remain In 
session another week to see that Its 
demands are eomplidd with by the 
city officials.

who also saw Mrs. Foster's figure ad- 
vancing toward the house, and he 
quickly grabbed his shotgun. Althoucn 
he ordered Mrs. Foster to halt. she. 
doubtless falling to hear or understai'il 
him. steadily came forward, whereiu)- 
on Tisdale raised his gun and fired, 
killing hla aunt instantly. Tisdale 1? 
nearly distracted.-

The Only Alternative Lett to the 
Japs is to Cut Off Supplies 
and Commanicationi. 



iCMnese Issued An Order Forbidding 
the Sale of Goods to the Rus- 
sians, It Being a Breach 
of Neutrality. 

London, Oct. 1.— The failure of the 
latest Japanese attempt to drive out 
the Port Arthur fleet and reduce the 
forlress has led, according to the 
Dally Telegraph's Chee Foo corre- 
spondent, to the decision that the Jap- 
anese must go into winter quarters. 
Japanese officers atlmliied that Gen. 
Stoessel is making a superb stand. 

"Accordingly," the correspondent 
says, "permanent fortllleatlons afford- 
inif excellent shelter are being con- 
stnieted outside the Russian main 
line of ilefenses and warm clothiiii: I"! 
being brought up for the troops. Ke 
inforcements are continuously arriv- 
ing. Finding it impossible to hold 
outer forts, even when they are cap- 
tured, owing to the enfilading Are, the 
only alternative left the .lapanese Is 
to cut off supplies and communica- 
tions," 

The Daily Telegraph's correspond- 
ent pt Sinmintin states that the Chi- 
nese aiiiliMrities there have issued an 
order forbidding the sale of goods to 
the Russians un the >;round that it 
would constitute a breach of neutral- 
ity. • 

The Morning Post report of a gen- 
eral engagement in which the Japan- 
ese Were vict(irif)us. at Mukden, is not 
confirmed in any quarters. It is prob- 
ably an exaggerated version of out- 
post affairs. 

The dispatch from Mukden Friday 
reporting that a serlotis collision be- 
tween the opposing armies there is 
regarded as imminent, attracts the 
great^-st attention from the Ix)ndon 
press. It is considered certain that 
tbe dispatch waa mutilated by the 
military censor. 

Tien-Tsin. Oct, 1.- Russian oflcers 
here admit that it is the intention of 
the remaining Russian war vessels at 
Port Arthur to attempt to escape. 
They say that they expected the 
movement one week ago, and that it 
may now be expected daily. 

Mukden, Oct. 1.— A great change In 
the situation here has occurred. The 
Japanese now appear anxious to act on 
the defensive, and have fortified a po- 
sition northwest of the Yentai mines. 

According to the best estimates ob- 
tainable, the Japanese army confront- 
ing Cen. Kuropatkin comprises a grand 
total of 180 battalions. Allowinj; Simi 
men to a battalion there aie i)(.ii(»o 
infantry. In addition there are (i.300 
cavalry and 688 guns. The distribu- 
tion of the Japanese forces is as fol- 
lows: One division at Bentsiaputze. 
two divisions at Yentai iiiines, 

four divisions on the railway a little 
north of Liao Yang, one division 
westward near Hiameadenx and one 
division at Sandepu.

Mr. WaltaM* laid, in part: ''Tha 
work bafbrt us now is to determtM 
the most practical id.-in and whether 
the canal is to be on the level of ihe 
sea or above. Estimates on a canal 
'M feet above the sea level have baan 
placed at $144,000,000 for con- 
struction work. $40,000,000 to France 
and $10,000. 0(tO to the Panama 
t;overnnient. On niy ariival in Pana- 
ma three iiionilis a;.:i) I pl.n . .1 eis'it 
parties in the field for exploration pur- 
poses. Were wa to choose the plans 
providing for 90 feet above the sea 
level a number of dams would be nec- 
esr-ai y. .-Xfter considerabl" iti\f -; isia-' 
lion wo found that solid roclc neces- 
>a.'y for proper foundation would not 
be found less than 150 feet below the 
surface of the earth. With the sea 
level canal one d,ii!i the Pacific end 
of the canal Is all ili.n is necessary. 
While the cost of the latter form of 
construction is higher, the result? 
would be better and the canal could 
at any time be changed. As yet it 
has not been definitely decided which 
form of canal will be accepted, as the 
canal conituission l;as not rectlved the 
report of my investijfatlons. 

"Nothing serious is expected f;om 
the labor problem, as has been le- 
portad. About 18.000 laborers, lialf ol 
whom are skilled workmen, are at 
woi k at present. While the ( fflciency 
of their work is not as fjrear ;is can 
be secured, still it is adapi' ■ ' > ' ne 
climate, as tbe cities bordering on the 
eanal are almoat uninhabitable to out- 
siders because of their poor sanitary 

conditions."

The BuLLKTUv's gifted friend, Mra. 
Beile M. Rogers, hu written a very able 
eketch of her anceatora, the Boonea, 
which has been published in tbe Septem- 
ber aombcr of tbe 8uu Historical Beg- 
iater. 

The article haa been highly compli- 
mented by the editress, Mrs. Jennie C. 
Morton, and many others. It relates 
many interesting reminiacencea of the 
early pionet-rj, aome of which we would 
be glad to reprint were it not for tbeir 
great leng h. 

Accompanying; the sketch are fine 
half-tone pictures of Maysville— a bird:^- 
eye view from the Oermantown pike— 
the court houae, the old court hou-ie at 
Washington— tbe best, by tne way, we 
have ever seen published of this old 
landmark— Jacob Boone's residence on 
Front street, now known aa the Mc- 
Donald house, and the Boone lot in the 
old graveyard at tbe rear of the Waah- 
ington Opera Houae.
